AGENTS AND THEIR RENEWALS. 


GENERAL agents of some of the best life 
insurance companies are finding themselves 
handicapped in securing and holding agents, 
betause their own contracts do not permit 
them to make satisfactory contracts with 
their solicitors. Agents are waking up to 
some extent to the fact that many of them 
have been working to build up renewal inter- 
ests, supposing that they were secure, when 
in fact they were entirely dependent upon the 
life, continued service or personal caprice of 
the general agent. 

A number of prominent companies like the 
New York Lire, Mutua Lire and TRAVELERS 
have for some time been making their con- 
tracts directly with the agents. A number of 
other companies, while following the general 
agency system, have provisions for safeguard- 
ing the renewals of solicitors by approving all 


contracts made by general agents with their 
men, and, in case a general agent quits the 
company’s service or dies, withholding from 
his renewals enough to meet his obligations 
to his agents. Some excellent companies 
have not adopted this plan, but have left their 
solicitors entirely at the mercy of the general 
agents or circumstances, and, the general 
agents of these companies are said to be the 
ones who find difficulty in securing good men. 

There is a-growing tendency among general 
agents to give brokerage contracts. 
There is, however, a strong preference shown 
by other general agents to build up their 
agency forces on lines which they believe will 
prove more permanent and bind them and 
their men more closely together. They there- 
fore want to give renewals and they want to 
give them for a long enough term so that 
agents will have an object in taking a re- 
newal contract instead of one calling only 
for brokerage. Unless these men are able 
to give agents a guarantee from the company 
that these renewals are safe, regardless of con- 
,tingencies, they are unable to find many men 
who will accept such contracts as they are 
able to offer. 

It appears to us that as a general rule those 
companies that give long renewals hold their 
business on the books much better than those 
which give only brokerage or.a very few re- 
newals. Under the circumstances it seems 
rather strange that those companies, not en- 
tirely committed to the brokerage system, 
should fail or decline to make provision for 
safeguarding the renewals of solicitors. It 
would seem that in pursuing this policy they 
are injuring their own general agents, work- 
ing an injustice to their solicitors and hin- 
dering the advance of their own business. 

As more companies fall into line for right 
practices in this regard, the lines will be more 
closely drawn by soliciting agents, and those 
companies which have been backward are 
likely in the end to find themselves forced into 


doing what they might better have done volun- 
tarily.

CASUALTY COMPANY’S STEAM BOILER POLICY. 

The Casualty Company of America has is- 
sued a new steam boiler policy. The features 
are pro-rata cancellation on part of the as- 
sured instead of short rate and the elimina- 
tion of liability of the assured from explosion 
caused by collapse or rupture of the main 
steam pipe. The new policy gives the assured 
the inspection and insurance service of one 
of the dangerous features in a boiler—damage 
caused by explosion or rupture of the main 
steam pipe through which steam is conveyed 
from the boiler to the engine. 





NO TROUBLE AT SHEBOYGAN. 


The western management of the Connecti- 
cut states that false impressions have been con- 
veyed owing to reports that have been cir- 
culated regarding separation at Sheboygan, 
Wis. The company was represented by Frank 
Keli & Co. The firm first decided it would 
resign the Connecticut, but on a visit of a 
representative, changed its opinion and se- 
cured the Agricultural in place of the German 
Alliance. Later the Connecticut and Agri- 
cultural were resigned, and the report got 
abroad that the Connecticut intended to hold 
its business by drastic methods. It opens two 
agencies in Sheboygan appointing Oehler & 
Triller and Bowler & Bowler. It has not cut 
any rates in Sheboygan and does not intend 
to under present conditions.

Lest Day's Session of Convention.

Manager of Agencies Henry C. Lippincot, 


. cautioned agents in their consideration of the 


surplus of any company, that accumulations 
on policies should always be considered a 
liability and not a portion of the surplus. 
There is a wrong impression regarding this 
in many places. As a sum belonging to the 
policies in force, it must be considered as held 
in trust for them and becomes a liability. 
Province of Surplus Is Discussed. 

Col. O. A. Plympton said that he did not 
apprehend any legislation that would be de- 
trimental to the interests of the companies 
and their policyliolders. He felt that mem- 
bers of the various legislatures are reasonable 
men and with proper explanation would not 
force through legislation that will be oppress- 
ive. Companies, he said, must have a cer- 
tain amount of surplus to act as a balance to 
market and stock fluctuations. There are 
always fluctuations-in the prices of anything, 
no matter what, and there must be some- 
thing to make the investments safe, with no 
danger of falling behind. For this reason 
a surplus must be held. Regarding the present 
tendencies of finance, Colonel Plympton said 
there is a point at which financiers and pro- 
moters must stop and consider the rights of 
the people. If they do not, they will be 
forced out of the game. Because of this fact, 
he thought that the time would not come when 
they can bring ‘ruin upon the business world. 

President Harry F. West of the Penn Mu- 
tual, Col. John C. Bloomfield of Akron, Ohio, 
Trustees Elwood Johnson and _ Harry 
Rodgers, Actuary Jesse J. Barker, Hon. 
Simon Wolf, Dr. Harry Toulmin and George 
L. Root also made short talks. Major Ken- 
dall read a letter of regrets and good wishes 
for the association from Vice-President Lin- 
coln K. Passmore, who remained at the home 
office to take care of the business. 

Automobile Ride and Reception Close Afternoon. 

In the afternoon F. A. Kendall & Son 
took the visitors as their guests on an auto- 
mobile ride through the residence section of 
the city and over the park system, stopping 
on the way at the home of Mayor Kendall, 
where they met Mrs. F. A. Kendall and 
daughter and Mrs. Nathan Kendall.

STRIKES AT HIGH SALARIES. 


OFFICIALS’ EXTRAVAGANT STIPEND. 





Kentucky Commissioner After Investigation 
Declares That No Executive of a Life Com- 
pany Can Earn More Than $50,000 a Year. 





In the forthcoming life insurance volume 
of his annual report, Commissioner Prewitt 
of Kentucky will recommend a number of 
statutes regarding transaction of life insur- 
ance business. The most interesting recom- 
mendation is one proposing that any company 
which pays an executive officer a salary ex- 
ceeding $50,000 a year shall be prohibited 
from doing business in the state. 

Make Investigation of Salarics. 

Since the investigation into affairs of the 
Equitable of New York was begun some 
months ago, Commissioner Prewitt, in con- 
junction with Commissioner Folk of Tennes- 
see, has been making a general investigation 
of the business of the larger companies doing 
business in Kentucky. One matter they have 
been especially investigating is that of salaries 
paid to officers of the companies, and they 
have a report from each of the companies, 
made under oath, showing the total of such 
expenditures. 

These figures the commissioner will be 
prepared to lay before the assembly when 
it convenes in support of his contention that 
no executive officer of an insurance company 
“can earn’’ $100,000 a year. 

The paragraphs of the report upon this sub- 
ject, taken from advance sheets of the report, 
read as follows: 

Would Put Maximum Limit on Salary. 

“From an investigation of the salaries paid 
the executive officers of the different life in- 
surance companies, and from recent disclos- 
ures made in the life insurance world, by the 
investigation of one of the largest. companies 
in the country, I am convinced that a law 
should be enacted in Kentucky, prohibiting 
any insurance company from doing business 
in the state, that pays any executive officer 
to exceed the sum of $50,000 per year. Com- 
paring the salaries paid life insurance presi- 
dents to the salary paid the chief execu- 
tive officer of the United States, I find in 
several instances that the salaries of the life 
insurance companies double that of the salary 
of the president of the United States, and are 
ten times as much as that of the chief execu- 
tive officer of any state in the union. 

Must Be Settied by the People. 

“The salary of the chief executive officer 
of the United States and that of the states 
are fixed by the people. The salaries of the 
president of insurance companies are fixed 
by the officers or a board of directors. It is 
useless to contend that any man earns a 
salary of $100,000 a year, so it resolves itself, 
after all, to a question that should be settled 
by the people. 

Condemns Extravagant Compensation. 

“Tnsurance is a sacred trust. The people 
of the state invest in insurance companies 
chiefly for protection, and not in the sense 
of making an investment, desirous of leaving 
a fund at their death for the protection of 
their wives and children. To say the least 
of it, it is wrong in principle and these exor- 
bitant salaries should be taken from this 
sacred trust fund, and I would urge the legis- 
lature to enact a law to prevent any insurance 
company doing business in Kentucky that 
pays an executive officer an amount exceeding 
that paid the president of the United States. 
I am not sure but this amount is exorbitant. 
taking into consideration the duties involved 
and the sacred trust fund from which it 
must be paid.” 





TRI-STATE RAILWAY LINE. 


Hayes & Cleaveland, the local agents at 
Rock Island, IIll., say in regard to the insur- 
ance on the Tri-City Railway Company, 
operating street railroads in Rock Island and 
Moline, Ill, and Davenport, Ta., that the in- 
surance on the property of this company lo- 
cated in Illinois is all written under specific 
form and is entirely independent and has no 
connection with the schedule applying in Towa.

Man Who Handles the Daily Reports Can 
Make or Mar the Company’s Repu- 
tation with Local Agents. 





What is the proper equipment of a daily 
report examiner in a general fire insurance 
office is a question being pretty generally con- 
sidered at the present time, the subject having 
been brought to notice by a recent article in 
THe WESTERN UNDERWRITER, in which it was 
pointed out that the successful examiner is not 
one who is ever on the alert for trifling sins 
of omission and commission—who “splits 
hairs’—but rather one who assumes the re- 
sponsibility of his judgment and position, thus 
avoiding correspondence with’ agents over 
purely trivial matters. 

There is a small army of daily report men 
in Chicago offices, each individual, no doubt 
possessing some especial fitness for such a po- 
sition; many of them being endowed with a 
combination of good qualities. What is lack- 
ing in one another may possess, and what is 
wanting in the first may be offset by the pos- 
session of other good traits. Insurance spe- 
cialists they may be properly termed, contrib- 
uting, each one in his own peculiar way, to 
the success of the business. 

A prominent manager, “speaking of the ex- 


aminer recently, placed strong erhphasis on the 
importance of broadening an examiner’s ideas 
by sending him into his field each year to visit 
his agents, study their personality, inspect the 
different classes of risks he passes on day by 
day, thus giving him a practical knowledge of 
the business and en opportunity of judging a 
risk from the local agent’s side, as well as 
from a theoretical standpoint. 
Unacquainted with Local Agency Work. 

The principal trouble with the majority of 
daily report examiners is the fact that they 
are totally unacquainted with local agency 
work. As a rule they have risen from the 
position of office boy to their present employ- 
ment, hence they are biased in their judgment. 
While close technical scrutiny may bring to 
the company salvyages in the shape of losses 
avoided on account of cancellations, yet there 
is ever the question arising, ‘Does the amount 
they save by this means compensate for the 
injury to agents and consequent loss of busi- 
ness?” 

Local Agents’ Rights Must Be Respected. 

The local agent is only mortal, and will not 
brook too frequent criticism of his offerings. 
His bread and butter depend upon his com- 
missions, and the company affording him the 
most liberal treatment naturally. becomes the 
leader in his agency. This is only proper, and 
a daily report examiner may make or mar an 
agency at will. 

Then, too, some examiners labor under the 
idea that local agents in the country towns 
are “small fry’ and totally devoid of insur-

The International Registry Company of 
New York, which had purchased a large block 
of coupon policies of the Union Casualty & 
Surety of St. Louis, which were not placed 
at the time of the reinsurance and retirement 
of that company in January, 1904, some time 
ago notified the Missouri department that it 
had these policies on hand and asked that the 
deposit of the Union Casualty be kept intact 
for the protection of these contracts, as it in- 
tended placing those which were ‘unsold. The 
registry company asserts that it had offered 
to return the policies to the Union Casualty 
at cost, but the Union Casualty would mot 
agree to pay for them. 

The Missouri department has notified the 
International Registry Company that it will 
be violating the law if it undertakes to place 
the policies of the retired company and will 
be liable to prosecution. _The department has 
also issued a circular letter to all the insur- 
ance commissioners warning them against 
the placing of these contracts by the Inter- 
national Registry Company. The Union Cas- 
ualty still has about $20,c00 on deposit with 
the Missouri department.

IOWA ANTI-TRUST LAW KNOCKED OUT. 


Judge McVey of Des Moines Puts a Quietus 
on the Foolish Old Hawkeye Statute— 
Legislature Must Try Again. 





Judge A. H. McVey at Des Moines on 
Saturday freed W. V. Willcox, W. D. Skin- 
ner, H. R. Howell and B. C. Hopkins, fire in- 
surance agents charged with combining to re- 
strain competition in trade, and knocked out 
Iowa's only anti-trust law by declaring it con- 
trary to the fourteenth amendment of the 
United States constitution. The decision free- 
ing the fire insurance men on application 
for a writ of habeas corpus is a most sweep- 
ing one and does away with a number of pros- 
ecutions which have been begun to punish 
fire insurance agents in the state for agreeing 
upon rates for given localities. With section 
5060 of the Iowa code and the Blanchard anti- 
compact law declared unconstitutional, Iowa 
has no word on its statute books which can 
restrain combinations or trusts. 

Judge McVey took occasion to say in his 
opinion that he believes fire and life insur- 
ance trustsecan be suppressed by law as can 
other trusts, but he hinted mildly that legis- 
lators have made a laughing stock of them- 
selves by passing laws which no court with 
any judicial knowledge could uphold. 

The prosecution of Messrs. Wilcox et al. 
ended in a farce. Before handing out the 
real points in his decision on the anti-trust 
law, Judge McVey said that it was only fair 
to the dgfendants to say that he had heard the 
prosecuting witness give testimony and that, 
so far as he could ascertain, there was no evi- 
dence to convict the gentlemen if the law 
under which they were arrested could be 
called a law. Judge McVey declared the law 
unconstitutional on the ground that it does 
not prescribe the same penalty to all men 
for the crime described. Under the section, 
as. mentioned in THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER 
last week, a fine of not less than 1 percent 
on the capital stock or niore than 20 percent 
could be levied against corporations found 
guilty of combining in restraint of trade. 
Judge McVey calls attention to the fact that 
under this statute the AZtna could be fined 
$80,coo on its capitalization, while the Hawk- 
eye of Des Moimes, which the gentlemen 
charged represent, could be fined only $2,000 
for exactly the same offense. 

In his decision which covers fifty pages, 
Judge McVey says that the supreme court 
of Towa has already decided that insurance 
is a commodity, and that efforts to knock 
out the law on the ground that it refers to 
other classes of articles are useless. The de- 
fendants claimed that the law could not be 
applied .to insurance companies, but might be 
applied to oil, sugar, flour or other companies 
which handle commodities. Judge McVey 
holds the opinion that insurance might escape 
this classification, but says that the supreme 
court has already delivered a controlling opin- 
ion on this matter. 

Incidentally and apart from the insurance 
cnd of the story, Iowa now has an anti-trust 
law and is one state where Standard Oil and 
other mergers may be effected with impunity. 
(his means that the next legislature will get 
down to business on an anti-trust and anti- 
compact law which will be valid, if it is in the 
power of the legislators to write such a law.

The main complaint came from the com- 
panies in the Brinkerhoff agency, who de- 
clared they were losing business and believed 
that it was going to the outsiders. The other 
agents declared that this old business which 
was inherited from the Grant agency was 
being put on improper methods and is now 
seeking natural channels.

CLAIMED CLAUSE WAS NOT ATTACHED 





Companies Insist on Coinsurance on Torn do 
Policies, as Guarantee Did Not Repre- 
sent Enough of Value. 


At East St. Louis it is reported that when 
daily reports of tornado policies on the Pitts 
burg Reduction Plant passed through the 
stamping office recently, it was discovered 
that the guarantee of $100,000 insurance -rep 
resented not over 25 percent of the value of 
the property; and, as serious objections were 
raised by a number of companies that desired 
the 50 percent coinsurance clause, the in 
spector, acting upon the request of those com 
panies, finally secured endorsements from the 
agents showing attachment of the clause. It 
is now stated that the St. Louis brokerage 
firm placing the insurance has never attached 
the clause to the policies, although the agents 
and companies have been under the im- 
pression that the correction was properly 
made. The matter is being investigated. 





DISCUSSES DIXON RATES. 

The Dixon Sun says editorially about rates 
in that city: 

“As Dixon grows from year to year the in- 
surance rates have been climbing up. This is 
due to the fact that the fire department has 
not been properly enlarged. The report of 
Dixon in the inspector’s office shows that there 
are but 2,700 feet of hose in the fire department, 
and of this amount there is but 1,500 feet in 
first-class condition. In a city the size of 
Dixon there should be at least 4,000 feet of 
hose. 

“The interests of West Dixon demand that 
at least two men should be -kept at the sub- 
station on Depot avenue. If this was done the 
insurance rate could be reduced 15 percent all 
over the city. The recent raise in rates was 
the largest in the west end, this being due to 
the distance it lies from the downtown station. 

“In Belvidere, a city about the same size as 
Dixon, there are eight men in the paid depart 
ment, and they have apparatus to handle most 
any fire they are called upon to fight. The in 
surance rate in Belvidere is 25 percent less 
than it is in Dixon. It is time the property 
owners in Dixon should awaken to this fact, 
and that what little it would take to support 
a better equipped department would more than 
be saved in lower insurance rates.”

MILWAUKEE LOSSES WERE HEAVY. 











Gity Engineer’s Ruling That All Sprinkler 
Equipments Must Have Water Meters At- 
tached Is Unsatisfactory to Underwriters, 


Fire losses m Milwaukee have been un- 
usually heavy for the first half of this year, 
amounting to about $640,000, or $30,000 more 
than the entire loss in 1904. ‘The first. quarter 
included a $230,000 fire, and the second 
quarter has two of $100,000 each. This makes 
a 70 percent loss ratio so far, but, with six 
months to go on, the year may yet average 
all right. 

A committee, consisting of Aug. Rebhan, 
C. F. Hibbard and- W. IL. Greene, has been 
named to confer with the city authorities in 
regard to the new building ordinance which 
it is hoped will be adopted sometime. The 
matter ,has been under discussion more or 
less ever since the Iroquois Theater fire in 
Chicago, but little has been accomplished by 
the city authorities. 

The city engineer has ruled that water 
meters must be connected with all inside 
stand pipes for fear water might be stolen 
by the occupant of the building. The under- 
writers naturally object to this, as the meter 
reduces the’ water pressure, and doubles the 
cost of putting in-.a stand pipe. 

It is reported that the insurance on the 
A. F. Gallum brick warehouse, northeast cor- 
ner of North “Water and Hamiltan streets, 
Milwaukee, has been placed in mutuals and 
that the stock policies have either been can- 
celed pro rata or transferred to cover on the 
main plant, across the street. The union rule 
will not admit of pro rata cancellation in such 
a case, neither is it permissible to shift the lia- 
hility to another location without actual re- 
moval of the goods originally insured.

MINNESOTA FIRE MARSHAL BEGINS. 











Flood of Work Falls on the New Official—Has 
Already Received Complaints of 
Incendiary Fires. 


State Fire Marshal .Edward Peterson of 
Minnesota, who took up this work July 1, has 
already received several complaints of incen- 
diary fires in the Twin Cities and in varions 
parts of the state, and investigations under 
the 1905 law will be commenced immediately. 

Mr. Péterson is preparing blanks for dis- 
tribution among the mayors of cities, presi- 
dents of villages, chiefs of fire departments 
and officers of fire insurance companies, at 
whose request he is required under the law 
to investigate incendiary fires. In_ these 
blanks the complainants will be required to 
state the date of the fire, the amount of loss, 
the probable cause, the kind of structure, if 
it is a building, and such other information 
as will enable the fire marshal to judge at a 
glance whether it is likely that the fire was 
incendiary. 

Mr. Peterson has decided for the present 
not to attempt to collect exhaustive data re- 
garding the rates of insurance charged in 
the several cities and villages and the condi- 
tion of the fire departments, the water supply 
and other data showing the character of fire 
protection. Attorney General E. T. Young 
has held that the law does not permit Mr. 
Peterson to hire a substitute, so he will be 
required to do most of the work himself. 

The law requires the chief of every fire 
department in the state to. report immdiately 
all fires occurring in his district, no matter 
how small. This means that from thirty to 
forty fires will be reported every day, and 
some days more. ‘There has been an epidemic 
of incendiary fires in Minnesota in the last 
few weeks, and an investigation of these will 
be the first task of the new fire marshal

INTERESTING OPINION ON GASOLINE. 





Minnesota Court Holds That It Is Not In- 
cluded in “Burning Oil” or “Ohemical 
Oil” as Found in Policies. 





cpinion to the effect. that 
gasoline is not a “burning liquid” or a “chemi- 
cal oil,” as the terms are frequently used in 
fife insurance policies, was handed down last 
week by Judge Hallam of the Minnesota dis- 
trict court at St. Paul in the case of Hyman 
Fegelson against the Commerce, Allemannia,

Niagara, Lafayette, Traders and New York 
Fire. So far as known, this is the first ju- 


dicial interpretation by a Minnesota judge as 
to the meaning of the terms “burning liquids” 
and “chemical oil.’ 

Pursuant to his opinion, Judge Hallam 
granted judgments against four of the com- 
panies as follows: Niagara, $1,926.61; La- 
fayette, $1,440.51; Traders, $1,440.51; New 
York, $966.26. The Commerce and Allemannia 
received verdicts on the ground that the 
plaintiff had purchased -concurrent insurance 
without their consent and in violation of the 
policies. 

Regarding the claim of the companies that 
they were not liable because the plaintiff kept 
gasoline on the premises in violation of the 
policy which prohibited the use of camphene, 
benzine, naphtha or other “chemical oils’ or 
“burning fluids,” Judge Hallam said: 

“Gasoline is not mentioned in these policies 
and there is no evidence that it is embraced 
in any of their terms. The term chemical 
oil doubtless means the product of some chemi- 
cal combination and does not include gasoline. 
If gasoline is prohibited it is by reason of the 
term ‘other burning liquids.’ ‘Burning liquid’ 
is a well-known article of commerce. The 
term has a well-defined meaning.” 





ATLANTIC AGENTS DISSOLVE CLUB.

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President Stokes Says They Do Not Come 
Under Class Criticised in the Equitable 
by the Frick Committee. 





At the last meeting of the board of direct- 
ors of the Manhattan Life, President Stokes 
submitted to the directers a statement con- 
cerning the business methods of the company, 
intended to answer the questions of numerous 
policyholders and others which had_ been 
drawn out by the Frick report on the Equit- 
able. 

President Stokes’ statement shows that the 
policyholders of the Manhattan have a vote 
which may be exercised either in person or by 
proxy, and one-half the board of directors 
may be composed of policyholders. Several 
members of the present board hold their 
position by virtue of being policyholders in 
the company. 

The Manhattan does not control any sub- 
sidiary financial institutions nor has it any 
entangling financial alliances, but its funds 
are at all times available for its own uses, 
and no officer receives a salary from any 
other company than the Manhattan Life. No 
investments are made or can be made except 
by the direction of the finance committee, 
and all its transactions are written and signed 
by the members and read at the stated meet- 
ing of the board. On this account it Is the 
practice for the board to discuss and author- 
ize all important transactions before the 
finance committee enters into them. 

During 1904 the company had on an aver- 
age $370,000 in uninvested cash, some of it 
being loaned at times on call on first-class 
collateral. The bank deposits draw at least 
3 percent interest. Every check issued by the 
company has to be signed by three executive 
officers The company’s mortgage investments 
are mostly on New York city property. Its 
bonds and stocks are invariably purchased in 
the open market, and no officer or director 
has ever made any profit out of any invest- 
ment of the company’s funds. The company 
owns very little real estate excent its home 
office building. Its assets earn about 5% per- 
cent per annum. 

President Stokes -says that all property 
and assets of the company capable of being 
held in the name of the company invariably 
stand in the company’s name, and are under 
the direct custody and control of the presi- 
dent and finance committee. The officers dis- 
courage agents from incurring debt to the 
company except under exceptional circum- 
stances, and all amounts are required to be 
paid at the end of the year. The company 
never loans the agents up .to the amount of 
their renewals for five years to come, as the 
Frick report stated the Equitable did. He 
says that all departments of the company’s 
business are carefully systematized, and under 
the general supervision of the president are 
each in charge of an executive officer who is 
held responsible,-and that all executive off- 
cers of the company, except for a short vaca- 
tion, are in daily attendance throughout the 
year. 





SHOULD NORTHWESTERN NATIONAL PAY TAX? 


Commissioner O’Brien of Minnesota has 
asked the attorney-general for an opinion as 
to the liability of the Northwestern National 
Life for the tax of 2 percent on premiums 
collected in’ Minnesota. The company has 
never paid this tax and claims to be exempt 
because it is organized under the stipulated 
premium law.

DOLPH STIRS UP SENTIMENT. 


President Dolph of the National Associa- 
tion of -Life Underwriters has concluded his 
campaign of traveling and visiting associa- 
tions so far as he knows, and is now giving 
all his efforts to the preparation for the an- 
nual meeting in Hartford. He has the prom- 
ise of some very good talent for the conven- 
tion, including company officials and others 
prominent in the business. He expects a 
larger attendance than ever before, and be- 
lieves that the jnterest will be yery keen. 





He has visited more associations than any 
other president and has probably written 
more letters than any other, stirring up sen- 
timent in favor of the association movement. 
President Dolph expects to have some of the 
leading public men in the east at the banquet 
at Hartford and proposes to make that 
feature one of the most profitable of the con- 
vention. ;

WILL USE REVERSIONARY PLAN. 


Davis & McGrew, managers of the Wash- 
ington Life for Illinois and Wisconsin, expect 
to do a good business on policies that be- 
came paid up before the ‘premium paying 
period ended—because of lapse or inability 
of the policyholders to pay the premium. The 
company will allow these old policyholders to 
take new insurance, provided they can pass 
the medical. examination, and will permit the 
reserve ‘on these old policies to apply on new 
policies. Some of the holders of these old 
policies are now in a position to take out more 
insurance and will likely find the proposition 
made by the Washington of advantage. 





NORTHWESTERN MUTUAL’S DIVIDENDS 


President Palmer Declares the Position of the 
Company With Reference to the Wis- 
consin Distribution Law. 





Regarding the attitude of the Northwestern 
Mutual Life to the Wisconsin. dividend dis- 
tribution law, President Palmer of the com- 
Dany says: 

“We shall conform to that law absolutely. 
For twenty or twenty-five years the North- 
western, in common with other leading insur- 
ance companies, has written a deferred divi- 
dend. policy, variously known as a _tontine, 
semi-tontine, accumulation or distribution 
policy. 

“Annually ‘the Northwestern has apportioned 
upon its books among this class of policies 
the surplus belonging to them, but the dis- 
tribution has not been made until the term 
provided in the policy had expired. Other 
companies have made no such apportionment 
of the surplus, and from this fact have arisen 
many of the complaints which have been so 
noticeable of late. 

“We shall write no such deferred dividend 
policies hereafter, and none with a longer 
deferred dividend priod than the five years 
stipulated in the law passed by the legis- 
lature. It is probable, too, that we shall write 
only annual dividend policies hereafter. The 
subject is now under consideration by the 
officers of the company and a decision will be 
reached before- the annual meeting of the 
agents in July.” 





EFFECT OF WISCONSIN LAW. 


It is generally thought that the deferred div- 
idend companies in Wisconsin following the 
new distribution law will simply give an ac- 
counting to policyholders within the pro- 
visions of the law and carry these dividends 
as a liability.

PRESIDENT OF GERMANIA ANSWERS. 





In Reply to Questions by Insurance Commis- 
sioners He Tells of the Inside Work- 
ings—Has Nothing to Conceal. 





President Cornelius Doremus of the Ger- 
mania Life has sent his replies to the ques- 
tions which were asked by the commissioners 
of Kentucky and Tennessee to the insurance 
commissioners of all the states. The points 
covered are as follows: 

No offieer of the company receives or has 
ever received any personal benefit from the 
purchase or sale of securities. The company 
does not control in whole or part any bank 
or trust company, having disposed of the 
few shares of this kind of securities years ago 
and invested in first-class bonds and mort- 
gages. No officer of the company receives 
or has received in the past any compensation 
from any trust company ‘or corporation with 
which the company does:business. The presi- 
dent has been solicited to accept positions on 
the boards of banks and other corporations 
but has always declined to take such a place. 

The dividends of the company are set aside 
as follows: All policies issued in the same 
calendar year and the same accumulation 
periods of 5, 10, I5 or 20 years, respectively, 
form special dividend classes, and dividends 
are so set aside as special funds and declared 
and credited annually according to the special 
class. The president points to the list of the 
company’s securities as evidence of the manner 
in which the company’s funds are invested. 
This list is filed with the annual statement 
of the company. In 1904 the ratio of the ex- 
penses of management to the loading on 
premiums received was 131.16 percent; in 
1903 it was 130.34; in 1902 it was 131.67 per 
cent, this notwithstanding that it is difficult 
to secure good agents on account of other 
companies paying a larger commission for 
new business. 

The salaries of the executive officers of the 
company are as follows: President (45 years 
in service), $18,coo; vice-president (36 years 
in service), $12,500; second vice-president, 
$10,000; actuary, $6,000; secretary, $5,000; 
total salaries paid by the company in 1904 
$114,182.42; in 1903, $108,366.53; in 1902, 
$103,334.65; and in 1901, $105,253.04. ~ 

President Doremus states that there is only 
one person who is connected with the company 
who is related to him, and that person is 
Frederic S. Doremus, the company’s manager 
for the Metropolitan department. He is em- 
ployed on a commission basis and the expense 
ratio of his agency-is far below the average 
and the quality of the business written is first- 
class, as is shown by the small lapse and death 
tate. The average size of all policies being 
written in this department is $8,000. No 
loans are made by the company to its officers 
or employes. 

On the matter of mutualization of the com- 
pany, the company took action in 1901. The 
charter originally provided that each share- 
holder of the capital stock should have one 
vote in the company’s meeting, and that 
every policyholder paying $100 or more per 
annum should have one vote. The charter 
was amended so as to provide that every pol- 
icvholder who has $100 reserve value to his 
policy has the right to one vote for each $100 
value and the vote may be given either in per- 
son or proxy. 





$100,000 CLUB AT CHARLEVOIX. 


A report ‘from Charlevoix, under date of 
June 29, says: “The town is in gala attire, 
and will remain so for several days, the oc- 
casion being the presence here of the $100,- 
oco Club of the New York Life on its annual 
outing. The club, composed of 300 agents, 
arrived. on the steamer Manitou from Chi- 
cago, and is being taken care of at the Inn. 
while side trips’ are being made to points of 
interest in the vicinity. The main street of 
the city has seyeral huge arches trimmed with 
evergreen and bunting, and the principal 
buildings are also covered with bunting and 
flags. H. P. Parmelee, Charlevoix represen- 
tative of the company, is being assisted by a 
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committee of fifty of the leading citizens in 
looking after the welfare of the visitors.” 





GRAFT IS NOW BEING ELIMINATED. 





Developments of the Week in the Equitable 
Oase—Policyholders Are Being Given 
a Show in the Board. 


The new management of the Equitable so 
far has given evidence of its determination 
to eliminate graft from the company. Walter 
Wellman, the correspondent of the Chicago 
Record Herald-at Washington, has been mak- 
ing an investigation at New York and gives 
it as his opinion that the new management 
intends to be fair to the policyholders, and he 
opines that it will pay the management to do 
this purely from a selfish standpoint. He 
argues that there are two alternatives open, 
one being to wreck the company and the 
other to build it up on an honest basis so that 
it will deserve public confidence and patron- 
age. He thinks that in order for the manage- 
agement to hold its reputation, it will strenu- 
ously endeavor to put the Equitable at a point 
where the policyholders will be fairly treated 
and receive good returns. 

Chairman Morton has already cut off Sen- 
ator Depew’s retainer of $20,000 a year and 
that of Ex-Governor David B. Hill of $5,000. 
The pension of $1,000'a month allotted to 
George H. Squire, formerly financial mana- 
ger, has been cut off. Chairman Morton has 
accepted the resignation of VicesPresident 
McIntyre, who was an adherent of the Hyde 
faction. A number of new directors have been 
elected, none of whom own stock, but all are 
policyholders. It is understood that some of 
the minority stockholders intend to test the 
legality of the plan of reorganization. James 
H. Hyde has been dethroned as chairman of 
the executive committee, Paul Morton being 
elected in his stead. 

* * * 

Mr. Hyde comes out in a lengthy statement 
defending his father against the charges 
brought by Superintendent Hendricks. He 
claims that the majority of the stock in the 
Mercantile Trust Company is owned by the 
Equitable and this company owns the stocks 
of the other two safe deposit companies. He 
states that these companies were organized 
to use the space in the Equitable buildings 
in New York, Boston and St. Louis, from 
which no income was likely to be derived in 
any other way. He states that when these 
companies were organized the business was 
regarded as hazardous, which made it neces- 
sary for his father to furnish the money 
which the Equitable and other persons con- 
nected with the Mercantile Trust Company de- 
clined to put up to finance the safe deposit 
companies. He claims that the Equitable has 
reaped a large reward from its stock in the 
Mercantile Trust Company. He also declares 
that the outlay of the Equitable to improve its 
property has increased its value to a large 
extent. He also claims that’ the Equitable 
has not lost any money in the Commercial 
Trust Company of Philadelphia and says that 
the increase in the stock of the Equitable 
Trust Company was based on good business 
principles. He also states that the Equitable 
made a good thing in the Western National 
Bank consolidation. | 


Congressman Driscoll, who was attorney 
for Superintendent Hendricks in the Equi- 
table investigation, claims that Vice-President 
Hyde has juggled with the facts in attempt- 
ing to defend his father and states that the 
Hyde family ‘has pocketed annually from 
$25,000 to $50,000 of money that belonged to 
policyholders from 1887 to 1904. He claims 
that altogether $468,285 have been taken by 
the Hydes which belonged to the company. 
Mr. Driscoll’ goes on to show that the safe 
deposit companies and trust companies were 
used by Henry B. Hyde largely for his own 
ends, : 

The trustees of the Ryan stock have issued 
a notice stating that the reforms already in- 
augurated and promised will place the Equi- 
table on entirely safe ground and will safe- 
guard its funds. The new directors were rec- 
ommended by the trustees and at the annual 
meeting in December more directors repre- 
senting the policyholders will be elected. The 
trustees ask for suggestions as to who will 
make satisfactory trustees, é 
The new management deserves credit for 








what it has already accomplished. Some 
definite expression on the ownership of the 
surplus would be welcome, asso far no state- 
ment has been made by Mr. Ryan or Mr. 
Morton on this point. 

Attorney-General Mayer is said to be bring- 
ing pressure to bear on officers and directors 
of the company to refund excessive salaries 
and expense allowances. 





STEAM ON IN WISCONSIN. 

Davis & McGrew, managers of the Wash- 
ington Life for Illinois and Wisconsin, are 
now putting on a good lot of steam in Wis- 
consin, having instaHed V. E. Wilson in 
charge of the state, with headquarters in the 
Pabst building at Milwaukee. Mr. Wilson 
has already employed some men who are 
turning in business. 





SAY OTHER EXTRETIIE PAY BE FORCED. 


Life Company Offiicials Fear Legislation May 
Place Too Many Barriers Around the 
Investment of Funds. 





Company officials are becoming somewhat 
solicitous lest the public agitation over the 
investment of securities push the pendulum 
to the extreme of ultra-conservatism, where 
the companies will have so many limitations 
placed about them that the interest earnings 
will materially decline. 

Some propose to place life insurance in- 
vestments under the savings bank laws. Sav- 
ings banks are so restricted that only about 
3% percent can be earned. The present life 
companies that pride themselves on their high 


rate of interest due to farm mortgages would > 


be forced into investments that would not 
earn the rate which these companies are now 
enjoying. 

While it is only proper to safeguard the 
investments, yet company officials of even the 
conservative institutions feel that some lati- 
tude should be allowed. These officials say 
that too many barriers will work to the detri- 
ment of policyholders by cutting down divi- 
dends. 





MUTUAL RESERVE IN NEBRASKA. 

Trouble between the Mutual Reserve Life 
and the Nebraska department is not yet at 
an end. The department after holding up the 
license because the company refused to be 
examined, issued it later on condition that it 
might make ‘the examination at some future 
time. Then the license of Van Lady, state 
agent, was revoked on the ground that he 
had impugned the management of the depart- 
ment. He denied this and secured a United 
States injunction to prevent the revocation of 
his license. It is still in force. Recently ap- 
plication was made for an agent’s license for 
Victor Rosewater, editor of the Omaha Bee.

BOSTWICK BECOMES A BENEDICT. 

Charles Byron Bostwick, assistant secretary 
of the Provident Savings Life, was married 
last week to Miss Francesca Stone of New 
York. Bostwick is one of the finest fellows 
in the world, so this move just rounds him 
out better than ever.

EXCHANGEABLE CHILD’S ENDOWMENT POLICY. 

In addition to its regular child’s endowment 
policy, which is ‘really more like a savings 
bank account than a regular insurance policy, 
in that it pays back only the premiums and 
3 percent compound interest in the event of 
death before the maturity of the policy, the 
Prudential has just issted a new policy known 
as the “exchangeable child’s endowment.” It 
provides that the insurance takes the form 
of a child’s endowment up to age 15, when 
it may be exchanged for a regular endowment. 
The rate for the whole period is the same as 
for a twenty-year endowment at age 15, par- 
ticipating. The contract is written for twenty 
years. Evidence of insurability must be fur- 
nished if it is desired to exchange for the 
regular endowment. In case this cannot be 
done, the contract may be continued in force 
as a child’s endowment, surrendered for cash 
or surrendered for a paid-up child’s endow- 








ment policy. It also has cash surrender and 
extended insurance features. 

The settlement at maturity is much the 
same as the regular child’s endowment policy, 
such additions being made as the company 
may apportion. Should death oecur before 
maturity, or exchange for a regular endow- 
ment, the premiums with compound interest 
will be returned. 





WELLMAN LETTERS ATTRACT NOTICE. 





Correspondent of Record-Herald Stirring Up 
the Animals on the Subject of Life 
Insurance in General. 


Walter Wellman, the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record-Herald, is 
writing a series of articles in his paper from 
New York on life insurance, going into the 
Equitable fracas and descanting in a gen- 
eral way on life insurance conditions and 
companies at the present time. He published 
a three-column interview with a_ banker, 
who is supposed to be George W. Perkins, 
vice-president of the New~- York Life, in 
which the ground was taken that life insur- 
ance was not on trial but life insurance man- 
agement was on trial. The interview was 
largely in defense of the deferred dividend 
system, 

Like many other excellent political and 
general writers, Mr. Wellman does not show 
an accurate knowledge of the life insurance 
business, and hence sets forth observations 
that are made without a full insight into the 
business. A few years ago W. E. Curtis, 
another distinguished correspondent of the 
Record-Herald, got after the Iowa bond cém- 
panies and in a way maligned the reputable 
life institutions of that state. This goes to 
show that political writers are not competent 
to deal with a technical subject like life in- 
surance, which requires an intimate knowl- 
edge of the business and correct information 
as to the inside workings and history of com- 
panies. 

In spite of some of the erroneous conclu- 
sions in the Wellman letters, they are having 
a marked effect in the west. Mr. Wellman 
attacked the expense end of the business in 
a very strong article, claiming that too much 
was being paid in this direction. He says that 
high salaries, luxurious offices, extravagant 
commissions, lavish entertainment of agents 
and so on do not meet with approval in the 
west, especially. He urges for greater econ 
omy at the home office, and a less amount of 
steam in getting business.

MUTUAL LIFE’S EXAMINATION. 


Regarding the examination of the Mutual 
Life of New York by the New York depart- 
ment, an official of the company says: 

“The investigation of this company by the 
state superintendent of insurance, begun at 
the request of President McCurdy, will be as 
thorough as it is possible to make it. The re- 
quest for the investigation was prompted by a 
desire on the part of the officers of the Mutual 
Life to have the exact status of the company 
made clearly known to the public. 

“The life insurance atmosphere has been 
so befogged by the troubles in the Equitable 
that many persons are laboring under the im 
pression that others of the big companies are 
in the same position as the Equitable. We de- 
cided that the best way to convince the public 
to the contrary, at least so far as the Mutual 
Life is concerned, would be to have Mr. Hen- 
dricks make a searching investigation. If he 
finds everything all right the public should 
know it. If he finds anything wrong, that 
knowledge shall be equally the property of 
the public. Since the airing of the troubles 
in the Equitable we have received many com- 
munications from our agents in various parts 
of the country telling us that it was becoming 
more and more difficult to secure business on 
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account of the growing distrust of the people 
against all fife insurance companies, and we 
decided that the best and quickest way to do 
away with this distrust would be by an in- 
vestigation. We have notified all that an in- 
vestigation is to be made, and, no matter what 
the outcome is, the public shall be fully in- 
formed of it.” 





ROYAL ARCANUM RATES WILL STICK. 





Executive Committee of the Supreme Oouncil 
Decides It Has No Power to Make 
Any Amendment. 





The ¢xecutive committee of the Royal Ar- 
canum’s supreme council at its meeting to 
hear complaints as to the new rates decides 
that it has no power to repeal, revoke or 
amend the schedule. The following state- 
ment was given out: 

“Thoughtful members conversant with our 
vital statistics, and the constantly increasing 
amount needed to pay death claims, and the 
insufficiency of the amounts collected to pay 
them, realized the absolute and immediate 
necessity for an increase in rates. The per- 
petuity of the order demanded that the whole 
order should at once be put on a permanent 
and. enduring basis, thereby providing suff- 
cient funds to carry the Royal Arcanum for 
all time, and meet all its obligations. This 
has been done. 

“No increase of rates could be made with- 
out creating hardships somewhere. Had our 
candition not made this radical change. a 
vital necessity not a vote in the supreme coun- 
cil would have been cast in favor of the new 
law.” 

Some of the old members claim that the 
seale for the higher ages is heavier than nec- 
essary, as the supreme council felt in loading 
the younger ages too much it would discour- 
age new members from coming in. 

The Royal Arcanum has withdrawn $153,000 
from the emergency fund to replenish its 
mortuary fund, which is considerably in 
arrears. , 

The grand secretary of the Royal Arcanum 
predicts in an interview that 10 percent of the 
membership will lapse owing to the in- 
creased rates. 

The old members of the Royal Arcanum are 
in practical rebellion, even though the order 
is confronting disaster unless rates are in- 
creased. No new members over age 54 will 
be taken, but present members over that age 
can select any of the plans offered. The in- 
creasing average age has been playing havoc. 
For instance, a man entered twenty years ago 
at age of 29. For $3,000 insurance he has 
paid $376.64. Under the new rates he would 
have paid $763.20. The deficit in this one case 
is $386.56, to say nothing of the interest 
feature which, compounded at 4 percent, would 
make a deficit of $579.84. It can be seen from 
this that every old member is creating a big 
deficit. ‘ 

Last year the Royal Arcanum exceeded its 
income in disbursements by $160,677,~in addi- 
tion to carrying over $920,456 of liabilities. 
If the supreme council modify the new rates 
to satisfy the old members, the order is 
doomed. Even with the increased premiums 
it is extremely doubtful whether the Royal 
Arcanum can for any long period meet its 
obligations. 





BECOMES WESTERN AGENCY MANAGER. 
A. A. Green, Jr., manager of the Manhat- 
tan Life for Texas, has been appointed gen- 
eral manager of the company’s western 
agencies. The territory in his charge will be 
all the territory west ofthe Mississippi river 
and also Illinois and Wisconsin. Mr. Green 
has been agency manager in Texas, Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma for seven years and 
has built up a large business. Previous to 
that time he was general agent of another 
company in northern Texas.

INSURABLE INTEREST IN PATRON. 
Commissioner O’Brien of Minnesota has 
held that under the Minnesota law a dealer 
in land or other commodities has an insurable 
interest in a policy on the life of a patron in- 
debted to the dealer, and that it is permissible 





for him to be; the beneficiary. of such a con- 
tract. ‘ : 

The opinion was filed in response to an 
inquiry from W. M. Prindle & Co. of Duluth, 
who a few weeks ago asked permission to 
issue a land contract, one of the provisions 
of which was that in the event of the death 
of the contract holder the balance due on 
the contract should be canceled. Mr. O’Brien 
held that the firm could not issue such a 
contract without qualifying as an insurance 
company. ‘Fhe firm thereupon asked permis- 
sion to take out a policy on the life of the 
contract holder with the understanding that 
the firm be made the beneficiary to the extent 
of the firm’s interest. Mr. O’Brien holds that 
this is permissible, since the firm has an in- 
surable interest in the life of the assured. 

++ ++ 
DECISION ON SUICIDE CLAUSE. 

A life insurance company cannot offer sui- 
cide as a defense if it appears that the insured 
was mentally irresponsible when he took his 
life, according to a ruling made last week 
by Judge W. L. Kelly of the district court at 
St. Paul, Minn., in the case of Nellie Bunkers 
and others against the United Order of 
Foresters. On the ruling of the judge the 
jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 
$1,012.83, the amount of the policy with in- 
terest. 





PREPARING SEIll-ANNUAL STATESIENT 





Northwestern National Life’s President De- 
clares Reforms Are Benefiting the Com- 
pany— Wolfe to Verify the Figures. 





The Northwestern National Life of Minne- 
apolis is preparing a semi-annual statement 
showing the condition of the company July 1. 
The company has requested Commissioner 
O’Brien to verify the statement and to make 
a thorough examination of the company. 

“We expect to be able to make a fine show- 
ing,’ said Judge L.. W. Collins, president of 
the company. “Our statement will show a 
substantial surplus and that the company is 
rapidly getting on its feet. We are just now 
engaged in making several reforms regard- 
ing the management of the company.

Wolfe that he is rapidly recovering from the 
automobile accident which he sustained sev- 
eral weeks ago.

There is likely to be a lively skirmish be- 
tween the Fred L. Gray Company of Minne- 
apolis, the northwestern managers of the 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty and the 
management of the company on the local 
agency question in the field. As is known, the 
Fred L. Gray Company will have the United 
Surety of Baltimore for the west, includ- 
ing its old field. Its contract with the 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty will not 
end until September 1. The Gray Company 
states that it has been informed that a special 
agent of’ the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty is now traveling in the territory of 
the northwestern managers, endeavoring to 
hold its agents. A new confract, it is 
claimed, is being offered to run for one year, 
effective September 1. The contract is 
worded so that it can continue from year to 
year and requires thirty- days’ notice to ter- 
minate it. The Gray Company claims that 
the wording of the contract is such that the 
agent cannot terminate the contract unless 
he gives thirty days’ notice at the end of the 
yearly period, while the company itself has 
reserved the right to cancel the contract at 
any time. The Gray Company declares that 
the United States Fidelity & Guaranty fol- 
lows the theory that the agents belong to the 
company. The Gray Company urges the 


agents not to make any connection until after: 


September 1, and then decide which company 
they desire to represent. 





ORGANIZING AN INDUSTRIAL COMPANY. 

The officers of the Commercial Accident 
Insurance Company of Philadelphia are or- 
ganizing a new company, which will be run 
independent of the Commercial, to transact an 
industrial accident and health business: The 
Commercial has made a success in its regular 
lines of business and its officers see the possi- 
bilities of having an adjunct to write small 
policies. It will be put in the field at an early 
date.

NEW TRIAL ORDERED. 

A new trial has been ordered by the circuit 
court at Cleveland in the case of the trustees 
of the defunct Guarante Savings & Lean Com- 
pany against the Fidelity’ & Deposit Com- 
pany on the bond of J. A. Blodt, defaulting 
treasurer of the company. The claim of the 
bonding company that Blodt secured the 
money by false pretenses, which is not covered 
by the bond, was upheld by Judge Phillips in 
the former trial. Blodt, it will be remem- 
bered, secured the money by the use of deeds 
and mortgages on fictitious pieces of property 
upon which he claimed to have made loans.

PLATE GLASS AGREEMENT AT BALTIMORE. 


In an effort to end the demoralization which 
has existed in their city for several months, 
the plate glass underwriters at Baltimore got 
together last week and decided to form a local 
association. A committee composed of Major 
C. L. Goodwin of the Lloyds, H. L. Spear of 
the New York and H. T. Poor of the New 
Jersey was appointed to draft articles of 
agreement covering rates, methods and com- 
missions, and submit them at a meeting called 
for the 6th inst.

HEAVY DEFALCATION. 

Investigation of the books of W. D. 
Thomas, defaulting treasurer of the insane 
asylum at Fulton, Mo., shows that during 
the eight years in which he was treasurer he 





embezzled $40,203.69 of funds belonging to 
the state. He was under a personal bond 
until May 9,°-1903, when he gave a bond for 
$30,000 written by the United States Fidelity 
& Guaranty. The report shows that while 
Thomas was under the company’s bond he 
embezzled $14,429.28. It is said that Thomas 
is hiding in London, England, and will shortly 
be arrested and extradited.

BONDING BANK PRESIDENTS. 


The defalcation of some bank presidents 
has called attention to the necessity of having 
the highest bank officials bonded in a surety 
company. Usually a bank surety schedule 
eliminates the president and some other su 
perior officials. Recent events prove these 
men are not immune from dishonesty. A 
surety company carrying a bank president 
would exercise very careful supervision and 
be in a position to ‘afford better protection to 
a banking institution. 





DANGER OF LAWYERS SIGNING BONDS. 





Attorneys Have a Confidential Relationship 
With Their Clients and Thus Get All 
the Advance Information. 


The Illinois Surety Bulletin calls attention 
to the desirability of a law forbidding attor 


neys to become sureties on bonds. Some 
states have such legislation and a_ similar 
statute has been recommended in_ IIinois. 


An attorney acts as a confidential adviser for 
persons who are perhaps his clients and thus 
becomes aware of dishonesty before others 
interested know anything about the case. 
Having this advance information lawyers are 
able in many ways to release themselves from 
liability. 

A case is cited where an attorney, who later 
became United States senator, was on the 
bond of a lady, whose mother had left her an 
estate. The father was appointed as admin- 
istrator and it was found last year that he 
owed his daughter $249,804. ‘lhe bond was 
given in 1888 by three personal sureties. Two 
of these had left the state and the responsi- 
bility of the third was limited. The father 
had given a special bond signed by the United 
States senator, who, it is charged, induced the 
daughter to execute papers releasing him 


from liability. The other man on the spe- 
cial bond, Dr. V. C. Price, had to pay 
$100,000. 





GIVES ACCUMULATION SUPPLEMENT. 

The Travelers is issuing an accumulation 
supplement to accident contracts of other 
companies which do not have the accumula- 
tion feature. The cost of adding the accu- 
mulation supplement for the first year is 15 
cents per thousand dollars of insurance. This 
increases 15 cents a year up to the tenth year, 
when the cost is $1.50 per thousand dollars, 
the same amount being charged for each sub- 
sequent year. The company says: “From the 
above it will be seen that the average cost of 
the accumulation benefit is not less than $1 per 
$1,000 as against a cost of 15 cents per $1,000 
for the much exploited and delusive bene- 
ficiary clause. We have heard before of the 
claim that 30 cents was equal to $1, but in the 
case of the insurance of beneficiary clause the 
mathematical effort has been made by certain 
competitors to prove 15 cents equal to $1, the 
value of the accumulative provision.

The 
tendency is to increase the novelty of, zig-zag 
railroads, shoot-the-chutes, loop-the-loops,

Where 
amusement parks are covered under schedule, 
these daring features are generally left out. 





SEWARD LIABILITY RESERVE SCHEME 





Fidelity & Casualty Tells the Merits of the 
Bill That Has Been Passed by Some 
of the Legislatures. 





Regarding the liability reserve law. that has 
passed the California, New York, Massachu- 
setts and Illinois legislatures, known as the 
Seward law, as it was framed by President 
Seward of the Fidelity & Casualty, that com- 
pany’s bulletin says: 


on : ‘ ’ 
“The bill as passed requires each -company 


transacting liability business to put in reserve, 
at the end of each year, money enough to 
pay all losses on all the liability business it 
has transacted. This purpose will be effected 
if each company makes honest returns. 

“The law is so framed that if any mana- 
ger attempts to make any other than an hon- 
est’ return, the actual return made will bear 
‘ear marks’ and disclose his design, or put 
the insurance departments on inquiry. 

“There has been great reason in the past 
to speak charitably of the failures of mana- 
gers in matters of rate getting. The whole 
liability business has been deceptive to a 
degree. Any manager, even the most pru- 
dent and intelligent, might be deceived by 
an appearance of prosperity, while doing busi- 
ness that would make in the end a great loss. 
On a rising volume the day of full knowl- 
edge might be delayed for years, the~manager 
meanwhile basking in the warmest sunshine. 

“All this*will now be changed. The man- 
ager will have to shut his eyes and stop his 
ears, or information will come to him. He 
can hardly fail to know at the end of each 
year ‘where he is at.’ 

“The result will be just the result that we 
expected. Rates from this moment will 
harden. They will harden right on until the 
31st of December, and then they will harden 
more. There will result finally some reason- 
able chance that a little margin can be gotten 
on liability business. 

“One is quite aware that fatuity of a high 
order has and does now characterize the work 
of some liability underwriters. If such were 
not the case, a prompt disappearance of rate- 


cutting proclivities would be manifest. But, 


dis- 
and not of 


fatuity cannot prevail long .when its 
closure is a matter of months, 
years, as in the past.” 





COST OF RAILROAD WRECKS. 


The recent railroad accidents have brought 
out the double benefit and accumulation fea- 
tures. In the Harrisburg wreck the Travelers 
paid $20,000 in double benefits and $4,000 in 
accumulations, In the Mentor (O.) wreck 
the company paid $40,000 in double benefits 
and $16,000 in accumulations. The Travelers 
all together paid $100,000 death benefits due 
to the Mentor catastrophe. 

The Preferred Accident had three policy- 
holders in the Mentor wreck, each carrying 
$5,000, which will make $30,000 to be paid 
under the double benefit feature. 

M. Ejirick of Cleveland, killed in the 
Twentieth Century Limited wreck, had an 
accident ticket in the Travelers that will pay 
$10,000, H. A. Bradley of Akron is reported 
to have had an accumulated policy in the 
Maryland Casualty worth $11,150. 

C. H. Wellman, manager of the Wellmar, 
Seaver, Morgan Company of Cleveland, car- 
ried $20,000 in the A&tna Life, which meant 
$40,000 as double indemnity, which was 
promptly paid.

ENTRY IN THE CAINE CASE. 


The extended litigation over the insurance 
carried by Paul Caine of Louisville has finally 
been ended by the entering of an order of 
satisfaction in the case of the widow against 
the United States Casualty. Mrs. Caine some- 
time ago secured a verdict of $10,000 and 
the case has been pending on appeal. Paul 
Caine was a well-known society man of Louis- 
ville who was drowned in the Ohio river in 
July, 1903, at a time when his financial diffi-

A private corporation issuing a policy . will 
see to it that careful and frequent inspections 
are made. The inspection feature is the main 
part of the steam boiler business. 

* * x 

The loss ratio generally runs in the neigh- 
borhood of 10 per cent. ‘This would seem very 
small to the uninformed. The inspection part 
of the business is the costly feature. The in- 
spections are worth more than the insur- 
ance. It would be impossible to arrive at 
the steam boiler expense ratios’ of companies 
other than the Hartford, because they write 
a multiform class of business. The Hart- 
ford’s expense ratio for 1902 was 86 per cent, 
which includes the cost of boiler inspections. 
It shows an average. ration of 82 per cent. The 
Hartford has made good money in the busi- 
ness, its underwriting profit having averaged 
upwards of $90,000 a year for ten years. This 
is exclusive of its interest earnings. 

de Se 
- Many owners of property claim they do not 
need boiler insurance because they have com- 
petent engineers. The fact is that very, very 
few explosions are due to engineers. They 
are caused by careless firemen or some defect 
in the boiler. 

The business of the companies is largely 
concentrated in the big cities. However, there 
are manufacturing concerns in smaller places. 
These risks are gotten mostly by special solic- 
itors, traveling for the companies. Some 
companies are represented by ‘local insurance 
agents in the larger points, who can secure 
steam boiler business. An accident in any 
locality means a great increase in business, as 
all owners then want their boilers insured. 
Sometimes a local agent can influence a risk 
and is assisted in closing it by a special agent: 

* * * 

Companies are paying more attention to the 
underwriting feature. Suppose a $10,000 pol- 
icy is written for $50. The assured regards 
the premium as largely expended for inspec- 
tions. He wants additional insurance and asks 
for another $10,000. One or two companies 
charge double the rate. This is manifestly 
unfair, as the first premium covers the in- 
spection. Perhaps not over $10 or $15 should 
be charged for the extra protection. This is 
the underwriting feature. 

ae 

Many of the companies have a clause in 
their policies stipulating that the assured can- 
not cancel the policy unless he is suspending 
operations or retiring from business. This 
is objectionable to policyholders. The Ocean 
Guarantee has charged its form to permit 
cancellation, the same as in-a fire policy. 

x * & : 

The Illinois law making the maximum limit 
of a death claim $10,000 has_ resulted in the 
boiler companies in that state getting a higher 
rate. The employers’ liability companies 
charge 60 per cent thore for a $10,000 limit 
on a single death. The boiler companies are 
not securing that increase, but they get some 
margin above the old $5,000 death limit con- 
tract. As a matter of fact the limit set by 
law does not cut much figure in the adjust- 
ment of death claims. A claim can usually 
be settled for about $1,800. The doubling 
of the limit, however, affords both liability 
and steam boiler companies an‘opportunity to 
get a higher rate. 

* * 

Rates on steam boilers are varied, owing to 
the competition for the business. The Hart- 
ford, having the great bulk of the premiums, 
controls the situation. There is no agree- 
ment on rates, so each company follows its 
own will, resulting in promiscuous cutting. In 
some instances the bids carry the* premium 
well down the scale until it would seem a risk 
was being carried at a loss. However, the 
average is secured in the long run, so that 
profit accrues from steam boiler business. 


There has been some complaint now and 
then of the practice of at least one company 
in allowing its inspectors to solicit boiler in- 
surance. This plan defeats the object of rigid 
and impartial inspections, placing temptation 
in the way of the inspectors. There have not 
been any tangible results so far from com- 
bining the two functions, but it is regarded as 
filled with dangerous possibilities. It would 
be much like a life insurance agent inspecting 
his own risks. The two lines of work should 
be absolutely divorced.

self indulges in technicalities and calls atten- 
tion to the examiner’s failure to criticise a 
trifling error of the agent. This may frighten 
the examiner into -narrower channels and 
cause him to draw the lines more closely in 
future, to prevent a repetition of adverse com- 
ment by the management. In doing this he 
is as grievously in error as is his employer for 
raising the objection, unless the fault be a 
glaring one, in which event gentle reproof 
should be met in the spirit in which it is given. 
Good Effects of Visiting Field. 

There are a number of Chicago offices from 
which the examiners are sent out into the field 
each summer to get in touch with the ‘caliber 
of their agents and personally inspect some of 
the special hazards they have been accepting 
or declining, possibly, for years, * They see 
these agents and risks from another viewpoint 
and, it goes without saying, in a more favor- 
able light, as a consequence of which the local 
agent is in future dealt with more liberally, 
the examiner broadens his equinment, and 
the company profits by both, 

Must Know Conditions and Circumstances. 

It is not the purpose of this article to sanc- 
tion or encourage carelessness on the part 
of examiners by suggesting that they “loosen 
up” and pass over all small errors of local 
agents, as some small errors may play havoc 
in event of loss; but the desire is to point 
out to them the importance of considering 
thoroughly conditions and circumstances. 

Some Practical Advice. 

Know well the agent with whom you are 
dealing. Get in touch with his past record; 
look in the profit and loss book and see 
whether the agency has been a profitable one 
or otherwise; ascertain the office loss record 
on the class of risks submitted; put yourself 
in the agent’s place and bear in mind that, 
while it will cost you nothing to ask for can- 
cellaticn, the agent by complying may lose a 
larger commission and the company take a 
back seat in the agency. When you have 
weighed well all of these points you may tack 
on your technical office experience and strike 
a balance. You will then, if properly 
equipped, be able to pass upon that risk with 
all fairness to the company, to the agent and 
to yourself; and, if you should decide in fa- 
vor of the agent and the risk should burn, it 
is a safe assertion, if you put it up to your 
employer properly, stating how you reached 
your conclusions, there will come to you no 
word of censure. 

All Want to Be ‘‘First-Class Agency Companies.’’ 

’Tis sweet music to the manager’s ears to 
hear his company called a “first-class agency 
company.” Every effort is made to establish 
such a prestige with the local agents, and 
such a result can only be obtained by working 
on broad gauge lines, by putting a little “In- 
dia rubber” into the business in the shape of 
liberal ideas. To establish such a reputation 
for his company, the manager needs must 
have the heary co-operation of his office force, 
and chiefly his examiners. A narrow gauge 
daily report man in a broad gauge office will 
soon bring the wrecking car, and the com- 
pany in the field will be relegated to the “has 
been” class. Let the daily report examiner 
consider these suggestions, and if he finds 
that his ideas clash with the more advanced 
views of his employer, the time has come for 
his to veer ’round and get in touch with ex- 
isting conditions and requirements, thus en- 
hancing his value for the general good of the 
office.
